Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: for claim 1 : a 
telescoping slide assembly support system having a quick-mount support on its 
stationary slide. The support having a fixed retainer, a movable retainer, a pivotable 
actuator, an elastic deformable 0-ring, and a driver coupled to the pivotable actuator 
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and coupled to the movable retainer to cause the movable retainer to pivot about a 
retainer pivot axis toward and away from the fixed retainer in response to pivoting 
movement of the pivotable actuator about an actuator pivot axis. For claims 16, 20 and 
23: a telescoping slide assembly support system having a quick-mount support on its 
stationary slide. The support having a fixed retainer, a movable retainer with an arcuate 
slot, a pivotable actuator, and a driver coupled to the pivotable actuator and arranged to 
move in the arcuate slot in the movable retainer to cause the movable retainer to pivot 
about a retainer pivot axis toward and away from the fixed retainer in response to 
pivoting movement of the pivotable actuator about an actuator pivot axis.
